CORRES PONDENCE 
Dear Blitor,, 


The: Soren Gouncil are expected shortly to have’ before them an offer from the 
County Gouneil to take over part or all of the ‘indmill School complex for 
community use... I -hope that through the Newsletter I can urge residents in the 
Parish to make the Parish Council aware of their views on the subject, because 
the eventual decision is, in my view, a very important one for the Parish = one 
which we, and our children may have to live with for a very long time, 


The, - following. rs seem to me of particular relevance: 


1.. One has, I think, to accept that the cost of taking on the whole Windmill 
School complex.would. be more than the Parish oould afford or justify in 
-terms of use.. However. the County Council may be prepared to lease to the 
Parish the Windmill Hall itself plus sufficient land for car-parking and 
necessary. extensions, 


2. With the provision of toilets, a kitchen and central heating boiler and with 
. some internal redecoration and furnishing, there is no reason why the Hall 
-. could not become a very adequate Community Centre at only a fraction of the 

cost of a new purpose-built hall (at least £35,000 plus land). 


3% Central and local government grants which multiply by four the amount provided 
locally are available for works of this nature. Thus the £2,000 set aside 
by the Parish Council for the purpose could be increased to £8,000. For each 
additional £1,000 raised locally, a grant of £3,000 could be attracted. 


4, No-one yet knows what the rent or rates on part of the site would be, al- 
though it is a fact that some abatement of rates on a village community centre 
is possible. These costs, plus the costs of maintenance, electricity, care- 
taking, etc, could be largely met by hire-charges for the use of the Hall. 
However the Parish Council have the power to contribute from the rates towards 
the provision of community facilities. Many Village Halls are subsidised 
in this way because the Parish Councils concerned have recognised that the 
availability of a community centre in their Village is, in itself, an 
important amenity, no less important than the Village playing fields. 


5. If the opportunity is not taken to retain the Windmill Hall for Parish use 
_ several Village organisations, notably the Guides, Brownies, Scouts and Cubs 
will have to find alternative accommodation. and-there will be no adequate 
accommodation available readily for other community activities. Is it nota 
nonsense for example that the School P.T.A. dance next February should have 
to be held in Adderbury? 


I hope villagers will demonstrate to the Parish Council that there is a need for 
a Village Hall in Deddington, and that failure to take the opportunity now offered 
will be detrimental to the development of the Parish as a community.

this sugary miniature is a remnant of the massive wooden log hauled into:the manor 
hall to provide the. fire for the twelve days of Christmas and that was probably 

a continuation of the rites of the mid-winter fire festival to the Norse god Thor. 
As late as the. 17th. century it was believed that the charred stump should be kept 
the year round and used as kindling for the next year's log. It was carefully 
preserved because, among other things, it was believed that a house. With, its eid 
yule log in the cellar enjoyed a special protection against fire. 


In some parts of. the country the old pagan customs were still more openly kept 
up. In Devon and other fruit growing areas, cakes and cider were carried in 
procession into the ‘orchard. The cake was placed in the fork of the principal 
apple tree and, then the cider poured over it while the men and boys fired off 
guns and pistols. The weapons were Christian enough, but the fertility’ ritual 
was obviously not. 


Fire and Christmas were sacociated in many of the most popular seasonal games.’ 
Those not familiar with them might like to try them out this year. For example 
"Snapdragon”, For this you need a wide shallow bowl; scatter raisins over ‘the 
bottom, pour in a plentiful supply of brandy, put out the lights and then ignite 
the brandy, The Winner is the one who picks out most raisins while the flames 
are still flickering. If your guests find this hot and thirsty work, follow it 
up with "Flapdragon". Take a decent sized tankard of beer or ale;’ float eae 
burning candie or nightlight on the surface and then invite the revellers to have 
-@ drink, 


Probably Oxfordshire’ s eet known festive tradition is the Boar's Head: ceremony 
_ at the Queen ' 's Uollege, -Oxford. One legend held that one Christmas Day, many 
years ago, a student was Walking in Shotover Forest, a copy of the works of 
Aristotle in his hand, when his reading was interrupted by a wild boar charging 
down at him, fangs bared and mouth gaping. "With great presence of mind, the 

- collegian chrust the philosopher's ethics down his assailant's throat. Then,. . 
having choked the savage with the sage, went on his way rejoicing," And so, I 
hope dear reader, may you. Spared any more bad puns and fortified during your 
unpuritanical Christmas feasting with the knowledge that at least we'do know’ 
for certain that Sir Isaac Newtqn was born on 25 December.
